A Public  Ambulance  is  kept  at  the  Bedford  Fire  Station  and  is  avail- 
able for  your  District.  The  Station  can  be  communicated  with  by 
telephone.  The  ’phone  number  is  2222.  Another  Ambulance, 
under  the  control  of  the  British  Red  Cross  is  kept  at  Dunstable, 
’phone  number  15  h 

Judging  from  the  experience  of  previous  years,  the  present  arrange- 
ments appear  to  be  quite  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  In  the 
event  of  an  extra  Ambulance  being  required  in  an  emergency,  there  is 
an  understanding  with  neighbouring  Authorities  that  their  Ambulances 
would  be  available. 

(c) — PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  PIOME. 

General. — The  Bedfordshire  Nursing  Association  supplies  11  Nurses 
to  19  Parishes  in  your  District.  These  Nurses  attend  Midwifery, 
Maternity  cases  and  Medical  and  Surgical  cases.  They  are  not  allowed 
to  attend  any  infectious  disease.  The  local  Association  for  each  area 
employing  a Nurse,  supervises  her  work  and  provides  her  salary, 
which  is  raised  by  voluntary  subscriptions  and  small  fees  paid  by 
non-members  of  the  local  Association.

They  are 
Supervised  by  a Committee  appointed  by  the  County  Council.

2.30  p.m.

Report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Engineer. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  January,  1942,  a report  was  given  to  the  Council  on  the  existing  conditions 
of  the  water  supply  within  the  rural  district,  it  being  pointed  out  that  the  Council 
were  dependent  for  the  majority  of  the  water  supply  on  the  pumping  station  at  Aspley 
Guise,  and  which  was  under  the  management  of  the  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and 
Woburn  Sands  Water  and  Drainage  Joint  Committee. 

The  matter  arose  out  of  a case  of  a break-down  at  the  pumping  station  at  Aspley 
Guise,  when  it  became  necessary  to  shut  off  for  two  hours  per  day  the  supply  to  the 
Council’s  district,  and  it  was  found  that  very  great  difficulty  was  encountered  in  getting 
a sufficient  supply  of  water  through  to  the  furthermost  point  of  the  supply  area  before 
the  water  was  shut  down  again  on  the  following  day. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  average  daily  consumption  had  increased  considerably, 
and  that  during  the  next  decade  it  would  probably  be  necessary  to  provide  a supply  of 
some  450,000/500,000  gallons  per  day. 

Further,  the  eastern  half  of  the  supply  area  was  the  portion  most  affected,  and 
in  some  areas  very  low  pressures  were  recorded. 

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  Council  had  no  large  mains  available  for  transferring 
large  quantities  of  water  from  one  side  of  the  district  to  the  other,  and  recommendation 
was  put  forward  that  the  Council  should  seek  a supplementary  source  of  supply  which 
should  be  in  the  eastern  half  of  the  supply  area,  and  the  site  being  not  too  far  distant 
from  the  lines  of  the  existing  mains. 

The  Council  accepted  the  report  and  engaged  Messrs.  Binnie,  Deacon  and  Gourley, 
Chartered  Civil  Engineers,  Westminster,  to  act  as  Consultants.  A survey  of  the  water 
resources  of  the  eastern  half  of  the  district  was  carried  out,  and  it  was  decided  to  pur- 
chase for  the  purposes  of  such  supplementary  supply  a site  near  the  New  Inn  Farm, 
Silsoe. 

In  February,  1943,  the  Ministry  of  Health  held  a Public  Inquiry  into  the  Council’s 
proposals  for  such  a supply. 

At  the  present  time  certain  preliminary  works  have  been  commenced  with  the 
authority  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

During  the  summer  of  the  year  under  review  a trial  bore  tube  was  sunk  on  the 
proposed  new  site  at  Silsoe,  the  tubes  passing  through  a top  layer  of  clay  about  58  feet 
thick,  then  continuing  through  stratas  of  gravel,  sand,  some  thin  beds  of  rock  and  running 
sand  to  a depth  of  164  feet,  at  which  depth  it  entered  the  Oxford  clay.  Boring  dis- 
continued at  this  depth. 

Throughout  the  boring  operations  water  samples  were  taken  and  sent  for  analysis 
and  the  following  is  a copy  of  a letter  which  was  received  from  Ernest  Suckling,  M.B., 
B.S.,  D.P.H.,  etc.,  with  regard  to  various  samples  submitted  from  this  site. 
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“ There  are  noticeable  differences  between  these  samples,  that  collected  at  106  feet 
being  the  least  turbid  and  that  at  86' 8"  the  most  turbid,  the  latter  containing  an  appre- 
ciable trace  of  iron.  All  samples  are  neutral  in  reaction  and  contain  comparatively 
little  free  carbonic  acid  and  only  minute  traces  of  iron,  with  the  exception  of  the  sample 
mentioned  above. 

The  water  is  hard  in  character  although  not  to  an  excessive  degree  and  no  sample 
is  so  hard  as  the  sample  collected  on  the  13th  July,  1943,  Ref.  S/AA/65.  Since  the 
hardness  is  temporary  or  bicarbonate  in  character,  to  the  extent  of  approximately  two- 
thirds,  deposition  will  take  place  on  boiling  to  form  scale  in  boilers,  hot-water  pipes,  etc. 

The  water  contains  no  excess  of  total  solids  in  solution  and  it  will  be  noted  that 
the  total  solids,  chorides  and  hardness  are  highest  in  the  sample  collected  at  58'  8". 
The  organic  purity  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  under  the  conditions  of  sampling  but 
there  is  evidence  of  slight  organic  contamination  in  No.  3 sample,  collected  at  106  feet. 

Assuming  the  absence  of  iron  and  turbidity,  the  water  would  be  suitable,  from 
the  standpoint  of  chemical  analysis,  for  public  supply  purposes  but  the  hardness  is 
considerably  greater  than  that  of  the  existing  Ampthill  supply.”

SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  (i)  WATER. 

Only  the  three  small  parishes  of  Higham  Gobion,  Battlesden  and  Potsgrove  are 
without  a piped  supply.  Twenty-one  of  the  remaining  parishes  are  supplied  from 
Birchmoor  Well  at  Aspley  Guise,  three  from  the  Ampthill  Urban  District  Council’s 
well  at  Clophill,  and  two  from  the  Duke  of  Bedford’s  Waterworks  at  Husborne  Crawley. 
The  last  named  are  the  only  mains  which  are  not  owned  by  the  Council. 

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Of  the  twenty-nine  parishes  in  the  District,  three  have  sewers  discharging  at  proper 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  namely  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn. 

The  question  of  post-war  provision  of  sewerage  to  the  remaining  parishes  has 
been  carefully  considered  by  the  Council. 

Prior  to  the  outbreak  of  war,  a scheme  was  already  being  prepared  for  the  parishes 
of  Flitwick,  Westoning  and  Harlington,  with  the  probable  addition  of  Steppingley. 
Work  on  this  scheme  has  been  continued,  and  a site  acquired  at  Flitwick  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  Disposal  Works. 

The  Council  consider  this  the  more  urgent  area,  and  the  first  to  be  dealt  with. 
Preliminary  work  on  the  second  scheme  is  also  going  ahead  to  cover  the  parishes 
of  Maulden,  Clophill,  Silsoe,  Flitton  and  Pulloxhill. 

These  nine  parishes,  with  the  addition  of  the  three  already  sewered,  will  give  a 
total  of  twelve  out  of  the  twenty-nine  in  the  district,  and  when  these  are  completed, 
it  is  hoped  to  continue  with  the  remaining  parishes. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  take  any  action. 

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  the  parishes  of  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn,  there  is  a public 
sewer  and  a Sewage  Disposal  Installation.  A majority  of  the  houses  have  water  closets. 
In  the  rest  of  the  District,  houses  have  the  pail  system. 

There  are  a few  privy  middens  left,  but  these  are  gradually  being  converted. 
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3.  (ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Fortnightly  collections  of  house  refuse  continue  by  direct  labour  at  Woburn, 
Flitwick,  Westoning,  Harlington,  Aspley  Heath  and  Aspley  Guise. 

Quarterly  visits  are  made  to  the  remaining  parishes  to  collect  indestructible  refuse. 
A motor  refuse  collecting  vehicle  is  used.  Paper,  metals,  textiles,  bones  and  rubber 
are  salvaged. 

Cesspools  and  closet  pails  in  Flitwick,  Westoning  and  Harlington  are  emptied 
by  direct  labour  with  a motor  cesspool  emptier.  This  service  is  being  extended  to 
the  parish  of  Lidlington,  and  a new  vehicle  obtained  for  the  purpose.

During  the  year  inspections  were  made  under  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  and  in  every 
case  the  provisions  of  the  Act  were  complied  with.  In  this  Rural  District  95  per  cent 
of  the  shops  are  small  shops  and  houses  combined  and  these  are  managed  without 
any  assistants.

No  action  was  found  necessary. 

3.  (vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

(a)  Public. 

There  are  no  pools  belonging  to  a Local  Authority. 

(b)  Privately  owned  and  open  to  the  public. 

Eversholt. — A small  open-air  pool,  fed  by  a brook.  The  water  is  changed  at 
intervals.  School  children  in  the  parish  are  admitted  free,  and  a small  charge  is  made 
for  adults. 

Husborne  Crawley. — This  open-air  bath  of  60,000  gallons  is  emptied  every 
fourteen  days  and  filled  from  the  village  water  supply.  During  the  interval  of  emptying 
it  is  sprayed  with  a chlorine  solution  to  prevent  vegetable  growth. 

Cranfield  Court  Pool. — A small  pool,  in  connection  with  cafe.  The  water  is 
changed  at  intervals,  and  is  pumped  from  a well  on  the  estate.  The  pool  is  not  now 
in  use. 

Private  Swimming  Pooh. 

Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park.  This  open-air  pool,  situated  in  the  park,  fed  by 
a spring,  giving  a continuous  flow. 

The  Knoll,  Aspley  Heath.  A small  pool,  fed  from  the  main  water  supply.  Water 
is  changed  at  intervals  of  approximately  two  weeks. 

3.  (viii)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

1.  a No  Council  Houses  were  found  to  be  infested. 

b (1)  Seven  other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  and 
(2)  disinfested  by  the  Council. 

2.  The  houses  and  furniture  were  sprayed  with  “ Zaldecide  ” or  fumigated  with 
“ Lawes  Block  Disinfestators.” 

3.  To  ensure  belongings  of  tenants  are  free  from  vermin,  these  are  inspected  before 
removal  to  Council  Houses. 

4.  Disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

5.  Measures  to  prevent  infestation  or  re-infestation  after  cleansing  are  re-inspection, 
supervision  and  advice. 

Section  D.  HOUSING. 

The  tenancies  of  four  Council  houses  have  changed  during  the  year.  219  Pre- 
mises have  been  visited  in  House  to  House  Inspections.  Two  complaints  regarding 
excessive  rents  were  investigated,  but  no  action  was  recommended. 

One  claim  in  respect  of  damage  by  evacuees  has  been  investigated  and  settled. 
Permitted  numbers  in  respect  of  three  houses  have  been  supplied  to  applicants. 

POST-WAR  PROGRAMME. 

The  Council  has  considered  the  position  of  post-war  housing.  Consultations 
have  been  held  with  the  Parish  Councils  and  Parish  Meetings  in  the  District,  the  waiting 
lists  and  records  of  applicants  have  been  examined,  and  reports  received  from  the 
Sanitary  Officers  as  to  poor  and  unsatisfactory  houses,  etc.  The  number  of  men  in 
the  Forces,  and  of  young  people  married  and  living  with  parents  have  been  taken  into 
consideration,  and  also  the  Agricultural  needs  ; with  this  in  mind,  the  Council  decided 
that  it  was  preferable  to  prepare  a programme  for  five  years. 

Accordingly,  they  have  submitted  a programme  for  the  District  for  the  five  years, 
covering  1,485  houses. 
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TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING. 

The  Council  is  keenly  interested  in  the  matter  of  planning,  and  alive  to  its  pos- 
sibilities. 

A well  attended  meeting  convened  by  this  Authority,  to  which  all  Councillors, 
Architects,  Surveyors,  Solicitors,  house  and  estate  agents  in  the  area  were  invited, 
together  with  representatives  of  the  Ampthill  Urban  District  Council,  was  addressed 
by  Mr.  W.  R.  Davidge,  F.R.I.B.A.,  F.S.I.,  A.M.I.C.E.,  P.P.T.A.I.,  the  Town  Planning 
Consultant,  on  Town  and  Country  Planning,  and  he  afterwards  answered  numerous 
questions  put  to  him  by  the  company  present.  Mr.  C.  A.  Lewis,  the  Council’s  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  is  carrying  out  a survey  of  trees  and  woodlands,  mineral  workings,  etc., 
and  the  parish  councils  are  being  urged  to  take  an  interest  in  the  preparation  of  the 
plan. 

It  is  proposed  to  hold  from  time  to  time  further  similar  conferences,  as  the  Council 
feel  that  all  concerned  should  be  sufficiently  informed  as  to  its  implications. 

Section  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

There  are  168  premises  registered,  and  six  retailers  from  premises  outside  the 
District,  making  a total  of  174  on  the  register,  91  wholesale,  62  retail  and  21  both  whole- 
sale and  retail.  Fifteen  retailers  have  dairies  but  keep  no  cows. 

Defects  at  30  cowsheds  and  8 dairies  were  noted  and  rectified. 

The  average  number  of  cows  milked  is  approximately  2,268. 

A supplementary  Licence  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  was  renewed. 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

82£  lbs.  Beef,  19  lbs.  Pork,  22  lbs.  Mutton, 1,  100J  lbs.  Venison,  5 stones  Fish, 
28  lbs.  Bacon  and  Ham,  72  Eggs,  14  lbs.  Cheese,  21,953  tins  Milk,  45  tins  Meat,  and 
22  tins  of  other  foods  have  been  condemned. 

Seventeen  carcases  of  pork  and  260  of  venison  have  been  inspected  and  passed. 

One  slaughterhouse  licence  has  been  renewed,  and  seven  licences  to  slaughter 
and  stun. 

Defects  were  noted  and  rectified  at  one  bakehouse.

The  Steppingley  Isolation  Hospital  receives  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Typhoid  Fever  and  other  diseases  in  certain  emergencies  from  your  district,  and 
from  the  Urban  District  of  Ampthill.

In  1938,  your  Council  erected  a Cubicle  Block  in  the  Hospital  grounds  with  accom- 
modation for  four  beds.  This  Block  was  found  to  be  most  useful  and  often  obviated  the 
necessity  of  opening  up  and  maintaining  one  of  the  larger  wards  for  an  odd  case  of 
infection,  thereby  saving  labour  and  expense.  Your  Council  have  during  the  year 
considered  the  advisability  of  the  number  of  cubicles.  I suggested  that  the  Typhoid 
Block  could  be  turned  into  another  Cubicle  Block  with  four  beds.  This  matter  is  now- 
under  consideration. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Twenty-nine  cases  were  notified.  All  were  treated  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital  except  one.  Eighteen  were  between  the  ages  of  3-10  years.  Ten  parishes 
were  affected  ; the  greatest  number  (9)  were  in  the  parish  of  Cranfield. 

Diphtheria. — Four  cases  were  notified,  all  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
The  ages  were  16,  22,  21  and  5 years.  None  of  them  had  been  immunised  against 
Diphtheria.  No  deaths. 

Pneumonia. — Twenty-four  cases  were  notified,  occurring  in  twelve  different 
parishes.  There  were  six  deaths. 

Erysipelas. — Two  cases  were  reported,  no  deaths  registered. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. — Two  cases  were  notified.  Both  recovered. 

Measles. — Two  hundred  and  seventy  cases  were  notified.  Five  of  them  were 
treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.  All  recovered. 

Whooping  Cough. — Twenty  five  cases  were  notified.  One  was  treated  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  All  recovered.
